The RFI process is a three year cycle that is governed by Cadet Command 
regulation 145-2. Inspection scores are based on the cadet's In-briefing to the 
inspecting officer; the In-ranks inspection of cadets; marching sequence by 
platoons; Company motivations; and Color guard performance. 

Also considered are participation in parades, extracurricular, community 
service, summer camp participation, and formal events. Each color guard 
posting, competition, etc are reported to determine the total score. This is the 
foundation for the Unit Report that includes the Principal's assessment of the 
JROTC program. A total of 600 points is possible.
